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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 2 is objected to as being a substantial duplicate of claim 1. Claim 1 and claim 2 
are essentially duplicates of one another or else are so close in content that they both cover the 
same thing, despite a slight difference in wording. It is improper to have two claims which 
contain the same limitations, in the same application as one claim would be a substantial 
duplicate of the other claim. 

Specification 

1. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, 
wherein the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set 
forth a process for making and/or use thereof If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the 
invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given.

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 
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The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. Further, 
reference numerals should be enclosed in parentheses. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1-5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kadohata et 
al (US 6,606,785). 

Kadohata discloses the claimed invention is Figs. 1-5, a mounting apparatus, a control 
system, priority table and corresponding sections of the specification. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kadohata et al (US 
6,606,785) in view of Hirotani et al (US 6,044,169). 

Kadohata fails to disclose providing data regarding velocities of transportation of the 
suction nozzle. 

Hirotani discloses providing data regarding velocities of transportation of the suction 
nozzle (col. 5, lines 36-53). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Kadohata by providing data regarding velocities of transportation of the 
suction nozzle, as taught by Hirotani, for the purpose of efficiently and rapidly mounting 
components without dropping the components. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 3/26/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Claim 1 is a duplicate of Claim 2 because Claim 2 contains all the limitations of claim 1. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the claimed 
mounting apparatus . . . electronic component (Page 7, lines 3-6)) are not recited in the rejected 
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claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Steps ST 1 -ST 10 show that the Kadohata's apparatus includes data for determining 
validity of the designation of the nozzle type. 

Interviews After Final
